namely : 

“(ii) Those who have passed the Intermediate or 
Final Examination of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants of India, or the Institutes of Chartered 
Accountants in England and Wales, Scotland or Ire- 
land, or of the Society of Incorporated Account- 
ants, London, or those who have passed the Inter- 
mediate or Final Examination or Parts I and II or 
Parts III and IV of the Examination of the Institute 
of Cost and Works Accountants, London, shall be 
exempted from taking the paper on Book-Keeping 
and Accountancy.” 

II. For the existing Sub-clause (i) of Sub-regulation
